More pine is being cut in the Upper Peninsula of Mich­ 
igan and Northern Wisconsin today than 20 years ago. 
Authority for this statement is Abbott M. Fox of Iron 
Mountain, head of the Abbott Fox Lumber Co., operating a, 
large sawmill at Trout Creek in Ontonagon County. “Pine is 
coming back.” he says “everyone is making some of it, (nit 
there’s not enough volume in any one place to help the mar­ 
ket much.

“It s being sawed at Newberry, by Kimberly-! lark at 
Marenisco, at Trout Creek and elsewhere in the Peninsula 
and the Menominee Indian Mills at Neopit in \\ isconsin cut 
8 or 9 million feet a year.

“For a hundred years we built houses out of white pine, 
but now tile FUA (Federal Housing Authority, home mort­ 
gage guaranty agency) says its suitable for sheeting but 
not framing. Pine prices got too high and substitutes came 
in. When pine prices drop there’ll be a market for ii again. 
Right now, said Fox, the lumber business is depressed 
in the West and it’s shipping low priced lumber into the 
Midwest and this upsets the a r e a 's own production. Even 
under this condition, however, it is evident thai pine pro­ 
duction is increasing.

W hite pine was regarded by lumbermen as t he most valu­ 
able tree of th e primeval forests of Michigan. Other species 
w e r e more valuable but did not grow in the prodigious 
plenty of the cork pine stands. In a time when paint was 
the chief wood preservative, pine had tin1 virtue of being 
rot resistant, and for the pioneer lumbermen an even greater 
virtue — it floated! This made it easy to drive it down the 
swollen rivers of spring to mills. 
Tn the Upper Peninsula the last big pine dlives were 
boing held on the rivers as the century turned, although 
drives were continued in a smaller way for several decades 
and they’re still being held on the rivers of neighboring 
Ontario. 
Much of t h e maturing pine of the Upper Peninsula is 
of low value. I fs what foresters call “cow pasture” pine. It 
grew up in field conditions of single frees with no compete the* rail laboi 
tion from other growth to force height, and make it shed term problems 
shaded lower limbs and create clear wood trunks. Wherever 
there’s a limb there’s a knot and cow pasture pine has them 
in huge size and profusion. It grows up like* a bush instead 
of a tree, limby, squat, of low value and a runty ancestor of 
the towering pines of the forest primeval.

The MSU food scientists’ find­ 
ings m ay give new value to this 
“w asted w h ey ” as a substitute in­ 
gredient in sherbets. F urtherm ore, 
the dried w hey is .slightly

w hich m eans that processors can 
reduce the am o u n t of edible citiit 
acid norm ally added for the de­ 
sirable ta rt flav o r of sherbet. This, 
too, m eans a savings in production 
costs.

PORT HURON (A P ) — Mich­ 
igan needs swift, courageous ac­ 
tion on the part of its officialdom 
to halt promiscuous blood - letting 
on our highways.

Michigan drivers will be Involved 
in an accident — one In 20 will 
be injured — one in every 2,500 
will die in traffic. 
In my book this is an em ergen­ 
cy situation calling for immedi­ 
ate and drastic action, namely, a 
special session of the legislature. 
The safety’ experts have clearly in 
mind what should be done at this 
special session. What they propose 
is taken up—in part—in the series 
o f articles to which thi* is an in­ 
troduction. 
More Complication* 
Tine traffic problem has been j 
getting 
more 
complicated 
since 
1958 when fatalities hit their low­ 
est postwar level — 1,382. More 
cars, more drivers, m ore travel 
have aggravated the situation. 
But accidents do not have to 
happen. They are caused — and 
almost 
always by 
a 
driver, or 
two drivers, ill-equipped to travel 
on high - speed freeways, unin­ 
formed about traffic regulations 
and the limitations of the vehicle, 
grossly negligent or momentarily 
careless behind 
the 
wheel, 
any 
one 
of 
which 
deficiencies 
can 
cause a life to be snuffed out, a 
body to be racked unceasingly by 
pain. 
Michigan was in a sim ilar acci­ 
dent situation in the early 1950* 
Accidents spiralled up until 2,016 
persons were killed in 1955. 
Lives Being Wasted 
Substantial measures w’ere im ­ 
perative to halt the holcaust and I 
they were forthcoming! 
A special session of the legisla­ 
ture was called and out of this 
cam e a number of highly impor­ 
tant measures that bent back the 
rising trend and made Michigan 
highways substantially safer for a 
number of years. These measures- 
included 200 additional Michigan 
state troopers, a central driver li­ 
cense 
file 
to keep 
a 
historical 
record 
of 
the 
violations 
of 
all 
Michigan drivers, a 
high school 
driver education program, an ab­ 
solute 65-mile per hour speed lim­ 
it and establishment of the Mich­ 
igan 
State 
University 
Highway 
T raffic Safety Center, which has 
been 
discontinued 
becuase 
of 
budget problems. 
Michigan needs the same bold 
action today. The impetus 
from 
the 1955 traffic safety’ package has 
ground to a halt. Michigan today 
actually has 
fewer 
state 
police 
troopers on highway patrol than 
in 1957. It is encouraging to note 
that Gov. Romney and safety au­ 
thorities recently discussed the re­ 
el nest 
for 
more 
state 
troopers, 
better driver licensing procedures. 
compulsory’ v e h i c l e inspection, 
strengthened 
high 
school 
driver 
education programs and reactiva­ 
tion of the 
U Highway Safety 
Center. 
Th ere have L 
numerous dis­ 
cussions. Now we have to face 
facts head on. 
Time, cold cash and lives are be­ 
ing wasted with every day of de­

Why Not Have 


Hanging Garden? 


AP Newsfeatures 
Plants have shot off into space 
this summer. They've hit the ceil­ 
ing 
of porches, 
hang 
from 
the 
overhang of roofs, and have turn­ 
ed 
sunporches into greenhouses. 
As one man said recently of his 
jungle-like surroundings, “ I ex­ 
pect to see a monkey come swing­ 
ing by at any minute.” 
Some plants have been moved 
from 
their indoor settings. And 
new ones are added. There are 
many advantages to the arrange­ 
ment: The satisfaction of being 
surrounded by flowers and foli­ 
age, no matter the weather, and 
it's a lot easier than weeding an 
outdoor garden. 
Ev e ry sort of container is used, 
from those that are improvised 
like wire salad baskets of Eas- 
ler-style 
baskets 
to 
wire, 
red­ 
wood. cedar or flower pot contain­ 
e r available at florists and other 
shops. 
If you hang plants high in the 
air. remember they must be w a­ 
tered 
The joy can go out of a 
project that requires removing 17 
plants from brackets or ceiling 
suspensions for water. The best 
bet is to hang the m ajority of 
plants on walls within reach, w ith 
one 
of two strategically 
placed 
from the overhang of a roof or a 
ceiling of a 
porch. 
Newspapers 
could then be placed under plants 
to catch the excess water. 
Ordinary flower pot* equipped 
w ith the rigid hanger* that may 
He attached to b rack ets are very 
good for this purpose. Wire bas­ 
kets are pretty but 
filled with 
soil and moss, they are not quite 
so ea sy to maintain. The pot need 
not 
be 
the 
main 
attraction. 
A 
trailing begonia or weeping lan ­ 
tana hanging from the beams is 
the only eye arrester you w ill 
need. 
Plants should be selected 
for 
their tolerance to light, sun. shade. 
The 
weeping 
lantana 
w ith 
its 
masses of lavender, orange or rose 
flowers requires plenty of sun. and 
lots of room for its sprays. Be­ 
gonias do well in partial shade 
and in an area where the temper­ 
ature is above 50 degrees. These 
can offer profuse trailing blooms. 
Ferns 
and 
even 
philodendron 
m ay hang from a pot of ordinary 
geraniums. And this same effect 
m ay be achieved w ith dw arf pe­ 
tunias, if it is too late to latch 
on to the trailing petunias. Co­ 
leus is another lovely plant for a 
basket. 
And trailing Nasturtium 
thrives on poor soil. 
In general it is a good idea to 
choose plants that are known to 
do well in your climate, rather 
than to experiment. And for foli­ 
age plants one might investigate 
those that grow near home, even 
in swampy areas.

What this country needs is a bet­ 
ter cup of coffee, the kind gran d ­ 
m a used to make. 
C offee grow ers are the first to 
agree. 
A tireless band 
of 
scientists, 
chem ists, 
private 
investigators 
and dedicated coffee drinkers have 
been on the prowl for IO y ears to 
discover the secret of her brew . 
They follow up every clue. 
“ We know more than 
we 
ever 
did about 
coffee,

The institute’s laboratories are

conceivable type coffee pot. 
“ We train the

large 
variety of equipm ent used 
m ak es It

m essage across,” says Lockhart.

They Married 


Soldiers In Gray

South still live about 426 w id­ 
ows of the men who wore the 
fray in the Civil War.

Emory Hudson, went off to fight 
at 16. 
“Mr. Hudson was 39 years old 
w hen I was born,” she says. “I 
m arried him when he was about 
60, I guess, but he didn’t talk 
much about the war. 
“ I recollect something he said 
about how he got back from Vir­ 
ginia when the war ended. 
“He said a colored man from 
Georgia had gone 
to 
Virginia 
with his master to fight the war. 
When his master was killed, he

Boon, a Dutchman, is a male 
nurse. 
His patients are Rudolf 
Hess, Baldur von Schirach 
and 
Albert Speer. 
Hess. 69. was deputy fuehrer 
of the Nazi Party and is serving 
a life term. 
Von Schirach, 56, 
former Reich youth leader, and 
Speer, 58, ex-minister for muni­ 
tion and armament, both serve 
20-year sentences. 
Boon, who comes from Schie­ 
dam near Rotterdam, 
sees the 
prisoners every day but he is not 
permitted to discuss their daily 
routine, their behavior or any­ 
thing else that goes on behind 
the 15-foot-high walls of the an­ 
cient prison. 
“ I am sworn to secrecy,” 
he 
said somewhat regretfully in an 
interview. 
Boon often talks at great length 
with the three Nazis. “ When they 
come to me with ailments, they 
sit and talk. They tell me of their 
problems and their troubles. 
“ I suppose I know more about 
them then the 
prison 
officials 
know and 
I wish sometimes I 
could talk about it.” said the 51- 
year-old Dutchman. 
Boon 
spends 
an average of 
eight hours a day at the prison. 
“ But I am always on call. 
If I 
visit some friends, I always have 
to make sure I am near a tele­ 
phone.” 
Does he get called to the pris­ 
on at night? “ Sure.” said Boon, 
‘‘if one of them has a bellyache 
I have to go in.” 
Besides 
taking 
care of the 
Nazis’ minor aches 
and 
pains, 
Boon also cuts their hair. 
Brought To Berlin 
Boon was brought to Berlin as 
a slave laborer in 1940 after the 
Nazis overran The Netherlands. 
In 1942. he met his wife. Anni, 
whose first 
husband 
had 
been 
executed by the Nazis a year be­ 
fore for political crimes. 
“ Because 
I 
was a 
foreigner, 
the Germans gave us a hard time. 
“ That was a terrible time 
the 
worst time of my life," Boon re- ( 
calls. 
The Dutchman told how once I 
he neglected to salute the Nazi j 
flags of a column of Hitler youths j 
marching through a Berlin street. 
“ I just didn’t pay any attention 
and suddenly I heard yells like 
•beat him to death’ and when I 
looked around a mob of people 
were running after me. 
“ I ran for my life into a S-Bahn 
(elevated railw ay) station 
and 
managed to jump on 
a 
train 
which was just pulling out and 
that saved me,” Boon said. 
This 
was in 1943. Even now, 20 years 
later, fearful exitement crept into 
the man's voice as he told the 
story. 
When the war ended, Boon was 
working in a Berlin hospital as 
a surgery assistant.. He had been 
a fireman in The Netherlands and 
had some first aid training. Be­ 
cause of the shortage of doctors 
in war-time Germany, Boon was 
trained to administer anesthetics. 
“ I did 2,000 of them and never 
had an accid en t,” he said proudly. 
He was to have been repatri­ 
ated to his homeland 
but 
he 
elected to stay in war-ravaged 
Berlin. "There was a shortage of 
trained personnel but a doctor 
begged me to stay. And I couldn I 
leave the sick who needed my 
help.” 
The Germans Work There 
The first of the top war crim­ 
inals were brought to Spandau in 
1946 and the Allies asked Boon 
to work in the prison. Regulations 
prohibit any German from work­ 
ing inside the huge, 
red brick 
building. 
In 1956, Boon quit his job at 
the prison and Dought a small 
tobacco and liquor store in Span-
